WAR PREPARATIONS 
SEEN BY LITVINOFF 
WN LONDON'S STAND 


Soviet Official Criticizes 
Decision: to Sever 
All Relations. 


ENGLAND IS EXCITED 
BY MAZE OF RUMORS 


Parliament Members Paid by 
Moscow, Is One; Canada 
to Break With Soviet. 


Moscow, May 25 (By A. P.).—Maxim 
Litvinoff, acting Soviet foreign secre- 
tary, told Russian newspapermen to- 
day, that the Anglo-Russian breach 
was not a casual or unexpected event 
connected with the soviet house raid 
or the alleged disloyalty of Soviet trade 
organizations, but the logical final 
outcome of the British conservative 
government’s anti-Soviet policy. 

“The only reason why the British 
government delayed the rupture until 
now,” he said, “is that it expected to 
find allies for a joint attack on our 
union. When this hope did not ma- 
terialize, the British government de- 
cided to act alone, hoping that it would 
signal similar action by other States. 

“A characteristic fact is that the Ar- 
cos raid was carried out on the day 
after the Midland Bank had agreed to 
finance Soviet orders in Great Britain 
to the extent of £10,000,000.” 

Preparation for War. 

M. Litvinoff declared that the rupture 
could. not be regarded otherwise than 
as an energetic preparation for war, 
since -it could hardly have been. the 
sole intention to deprive British indus- 
try of Soviet orders. He asserted that 
Michael Borodin had no connection 
with the Soviet government, and that 
Premier Baldwin’s mention of him and 
his allegations about finding incrimi- 
nating documents were intended only. 
to disguise the political nature of the 
raid. 

“Our country,” he continued, “will 
draw the necessary conclusions and 
take all measures not to be taken by 
surprise. . Other countries which Eng~ 
land will try to influence must know 
the true character of the criminal ad-. 
venture into which an effort ‘is being 
made to entrap them. The Soviet gov- 
ernment will still more closely watch 
the machinations of bellicose English 
diplomacy and protect itself by all 
means at its disposal, and also pfo- 
tect the cause of peace.” 


Canada to End Trade Pact. 


Ottawa, May 25 (By A. P.).—The 
Canadian government has decided to 
terminate immediately the trade agree- 
ment with Russia. The announcement 
of this decision was made after a 
lengthy meeting of the cabinet this 
afternoon.

Company M From Western Wins Flag—Other 
Honors Go to Central and McKinley. 


Their averages separated by seven- 
tenths of a point, Company M, of 
Western; Company F, A Central, and 
Company B, of McKinley, marched 
off the high school-competitive drill 
field at American League Park yester- 
day with high honors, the Western 
company far enough in the lead to 
clinch the coveted first prize.

Detroit, Mich, May 25 (By A. P.).— 
The Ford Motor Co. today announced 
“early production” of a new Ford car, 
but withheld details of the new model 
until a later date. A complete desculp- 
tion, it was said, will be made “within 
the next few weeks.” 

Assembly of the present T-mode}l will 
be discontinued, but production of 
parts will be continued for some time. 

A statement by Henry Ford and 
Edsel B. Ford, president of the Ford 
Co., said, “with the new Ford we pro- 
pose to continue in the light car field 
which we created on the same basis of 
quantity production we have always 
worked, giving high quality, low price 
and constant service.” 

The new car, the announcement con- 
tinued, “will cost more to manufacture, 
but it will be more economical to 
operate.” 

Only a comnaratiees few men will 
be thrown out of work at a time while 
the different departments of the com- 
pany are being tooled for the new 
product, the announcement added. 

“At one time it looked as if 70,000 
men might be laid off temporarily, but 
we have now scaled that down to less 
than 25,000 at a time,” the statement 
said.

Country’s Fifth Wealthiest 
Man Was Prominent in 
Sports and Finance. 


NOTED FOR HIS CHARITIES 


Manhasset, N. Y., May 25 (By A. P.). 
Payne Whitney, financier, philanthro- 
pist, sportsman, and one of the richest 
men in the country, died of a heart 
attack while playing tennis at his 
country estate; Greentrees, today. 

Mr, Whitney was 52 years old. He 
was the brother of Harry Payne Whit- 


| ney, son--of -the late William G. Whit- 


ney, Secretary of the Navy under Cleve- 
lanw, son-in-law of John Hay, Secre- 
tary of State under McKinley and 
brother-in-law of Senator James W. 
Wadsworth. 

He had been in apparent good health 
up to the moment when he was strick- 
en, having planned to attend the races 
at Belmont Park after finishing his 
round of tennis. He suddenly became 
faint and died before he could receive 
medical attention. 

At the Belmont race course the flags 
were ordered half-staffed. All entries 
of his wife and those of his brother 
were scratched.

Norfolk. Va., May 25 (By A. P.).— 
Five persons dead, six or eight more 
probably fatally injured, and between 
25 and 30 hurt in varying degrees, was 
the toll of a 75-mile wind and thunder- 
storm that swept over Norfolk and 
Portsmouth this afternoon shortly be- 
fore 4 o’clock. Richard Preston Mc- 
Williams, 42 years-old, of Ports-mouth, 
was killed and more than 40 men, 
women and children were injured when 
the right wing and press box of the 
Virginia League baseball park fell on 
the crowd. 

At Parrish Memorial Hospital, where 
seven victims of the storm were taken, 
H. C. Everhart, president of the Suf- 
folk Amusement Co., died tonight of 


injuries. 


The other three dead, all negoes,

MUNICIPAL HONORS 


Vital Parts of Transatlantic 
Plane Gone; Mechanics 
Are Blamed.

Paris, May 25.—Capt. Charles A. 
Lindbergh today practically decided to 
make a trans-European tour, visiting 
Brussels, London, Copenhagen, Berlin, 
Vienna, Rome, maybe Madrid and 
then back to Paris. 

The trip would require several weeks, 
as Lindbergh will remain two or three 
days in the various capitals while cov- 
ering the additional 3,000 miles. 

The slim pilot has received official 
invitations from three chiefs of state 
of the various countries he contem- 
plates visiting, and royal invitations 
asking him to be the guest of kings 
and presidents in most of the capitals. 
He probably will prefer to stay with 
the United States Government’s repre- 
‘sentatives, as he is doing here, and to- 
night he announced that he would 
live at the Americen Embassy in Brus- 
sels as the guest of the American 
charge d’affaires, and with Ambassador 
Alanson B. Houghton in London. 

The foreign offices of the various 


"| powers interested in the trip, through 
‘| their 


diplomatic representatives in 
eon urged Lindbergh to make the 
out the advantages of 
him visiting these countries while in 
Europe on such an auspicious occa- 
sion 
Smaller Powers Anxious. 

Representatives of the smaller 
powers—Holland, Denmark, Norway, 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Swit- 
zerland and Jugoslavia—also are keen- 
ly trying to induce the transatlantic 
filer to stop over in. their capitals. 

If the European flight is made, 
Lindbergh probably will not sail for 
New York before the. middle of June, 
as he firmly intends to pass several 
days in Paris quietly before sailing, 
probably visiting the battlefields and 
army cemeteries. 

Lindbergh estimates that he will 
cover an itinerary of about 25 flying 
hours, according to the following 
schedule: 

Paris to Brussels, 170 miles, 2 hours. 

Brussels to London, 220 miles, 2 
hours. 

London to Copenhagen, 625 miles, 6 
hours. 

Copenhagen to Berlin, 220 miles, 2 
hours, 

Berlin to Vienna, 340 miles, 3 hours. 

Vienna to Rome, 510 miles, 4144 kours. 

Rome to Madrid, 890 miles, 7 hours. 

Madrid to Paris, 700 miles, 6 hours.

Movie Actor Convicted of 
Manslaughter After Fatal 
First Attack.

A notice that a motion for a 
new trial would be made was served by 
the convicted man’s counsel. The mo- 
tion will be up for hearing also next 
Tuesday. 

“I guess the jury said what they 
thought was right,” was Kelly’s only 
comment as he neryously puffed a ciga- 
rette afterward. The pallor that had 
marked his face throughout most of 
the trial and the depressed and worried 
air were unchanged as his fate was read 
aloud. His hands gripped the arms of 
his chair, stiffening himself into re- 
sistance. 

Kelly had been warned of what the 
jurors might be deciding late yester- 
day when they reported a stand of ten 
against two. 

Six months ago the convicted man 
was an actor in an Eastern State. 
There he had long been the fraternal 
brother in a New York City club of 
his victim. Dorothy Mackaye, wife of 
the slain actor, over whose love the 
State contended Kelly invaded his one 
time friend’s home and beat him fatal- 
ly, had been known by the younger 
man “since we were kids,” he testified, 
on the witness stand. : 

The State brought from the defen- 
dant the admission that about six or 
seven weeks after he arrived in Cali- 
fornia, Raymond ordered him from his 
home on account of his attentions to 
Mrs. Raymond. Kelly admitted that 
at that time, just before last Christ- 
mas, he declared to Raymond that he 
was in love with Mrs. Raymond. 

Witnesses testified, as the State con- 
tended, that Raymond’s actress wife, 
during his absence with his musical 
comedy company, spent many nights 
alone with Kelly in his apartment. 
Fervent love letters and telegrams ex- 
changed by the illicit lovers, in which 
Kelly addressed the actress as “my 
wife,” and messages which she signed 
“the elegant Mrs. Kelly,” were entered 
as evidence.

The wireless message, signed by 
William D. Roth, president of the Mat- 
son Navigation Co., who was on board, 
said that the new 22,000-ton ocean 
liner, which is destined for the Pacific, 
was sO badly danu.iged that she was 
unable to proceed to port under her 
own power and was awaiting a tow by 
one of the several ships which were 
feeling their way through the dense fog 
to her assistance. 


Details Not Obtained. 


Details of the accident were not con- 
tained in Mr, Roth’s message. The 
Malolo was rammed amidships and has 
4 feet of water in her fireroom which 
rendered useless the power unit of the 
giant liner. Other reports received 
from the distressed ship stated that the 
freighter’s fore peak had been caved in 
and flooded. From these two facts 
local marine men deduced that the 
Jacob Christensen had struck the liner 
head on. No casualties occurred in 
the collision, Mr. Roth’s message eaid. 

A radio message relayed from the 
trawler Fisher, one of the first vessels 
to start to the assistance of the two 
ships, said that the Christensen 
rammed the Malolo with such force 
as to stove a large hole in the iron 
plate wall of the engine room. Water 
quickly flooded the fire room, extin- 


mission. 

Shortly after the Fisher started to 
the assistance of the Malolo and the 
Jacob Christensen, which were in the 
regular ship lanes about 150 miles 
from New York, an 8 OS call was re- 
ceived at the section base of the coast 
guard at New London. Commander 
Wilcox, in charge of the base, sent ra- 
dio messages to coast guard boats on 
patrol duty off Block Island ordering 
them to proceed at once to the disabled 
vessels. 

The coast guard cutters Shaw and 
McDougal soon were under full power;

Baltimore May Obtain Port if 
Cooperation Fails, 
Officials Say. 


Location of a landing field for air 
mail planes in Anacostia Park would 
be objectionable because of the prox- 
imity of water, officials of the t- 
office Department, in discussing a pos- 
sible landing field for the air line to be 
established through Washington this 
summer, declared yesterday. 

The new line is to be from New York 
to Atlanta, and Washington has been 
designated a port. The proximity of 
water to a landing field is not objec- 
tionable for the purposes of the army, 
it was declared. However, for air mail 
fiying it is said to present real objec- 
tions.” 

Because any landing field established 
in Anacostia Park would necessarily 
be in the vicinity of Anacostia 
river, officials.of the Postoffice De- 
partment believe that the park should 
be eliminated from consideration as 
a possible site for a permanent land- 
ing field for air mail planes. 

The same objection applies to Hoover 
field, across the Potomac, which was 
used last summer by the planes of the 
Philadelphia Rapid Transit Co. That 
field also is too close to the water to 
be desirable as a permanent landing 
place for air mail planes, it is said. 

One of the first objectionable fea- 
tures of a permanent field near water 
is fog, officials declared. 


Fog Real Hindrance. 


to flying, is a real hindrance to land- 
ing, it is said, and on land bordering 
on water, fog is heavier and occurs 
more frequently than on land some dis- 
tance removed. 

Yet fog would not be so much a mat- 
ter to worry about if air mail flying 
had any choice of hours. This is the 
real trouble, it is said. Air mail flying 
is at all hours, and very often starting 
and landing is in morning and evening, 
concurrent with the hours of fog. 

But, specifically, the schedule of the 
air mail line calls for stops in Wash- 
ington -in the night, southbound, and 
in the wee hours of morning, north- 
bound. And at night fog is worse than 
at any time for starting and landing. 
It was pointed out that strong light in 
fog becomes a hindrance to vision, and 
the strong flood lights thrown over a 
landing field before an airplane lands 
reflected with proportionate power 
against the billions of fog particles 
would be more blinding than night. 
The trouble in such a case is that the 
pilot never knows how far he is from 
ground, it is said. 

Officials pointed to an adventure of 
Lindberg a few months ago. Arriving 
at Chicago with air mail, he found that 
a fog had so enveloped the city that he 
could not distinguish the field in the 
mass of diffused light over the city. 
He circled around over the city for an 
hour, then running short of fuel, 
turned west to try to find a landing. 
About 30 miles from Chicago, however, 
the last drop of gasoline was consumed, 
and he was compelled to jump, 5,000 
feet in air. He could hear the plane 
circling around him as he dropped 
toward ground. However, the plane 
landed 2 miles from where he did. 


Danger in Starting. 

The proximity of water is also 
dangerous for starting and landing, it 
is said. In either case, should a plane 
drop suddenly, it would be more 
dangerous to fall in water, according 
to officials. The reason given is that 
the plane stops on water with greater 
suddenness and shock, while on land 
the wheels will carry forward, falling 
at an angle. Officials believe Com- 
mander John Rodgers would not have 
been killed had he fallen on land. 

Another obfection is that there are 
more “air pockets” or “bumps” over 
water that over land. This condition 
is caused, it is said, by the greater ac- 
tivity of the air over water as a result 
of the constant cooling of the air by 
water. 

The objection to the proximity of 
water to a landing field will make it 
necessary for Washingtonians to give 
more attention to the matter of pro- 
viding a suitable field if the air mail 
service is to be given Washington, it 
is said. 

Officials declared that if the corpora- 
tion came to them and reported that it 
could not obtain the cooperation of 
the city in providing a suitable land- 
ing field, while it could obtain the co- 
operation of Baltimore, the port, which 
already has been established in Wash- 
ington in preference to Baltimore, 
would be transferred to Baltimore. 

The most desirable landing field, it 
was said, is the one proposed at Ben- 
ning. This site, however, would cost 
probably $500,000. The field of the 
Department of Commerce at College 
Park, Md., could be made available, 
it is said, although it would be some 
distance from the city postoffice.

“For a minute there was the rending 
of timbers and other portions of the 
superstructure were swept away. Many 
were pinned under that portion of the 
roof that was crushed in. Naturally, 
great confusion followed and there were 
cries of terror to be followed by the 
frantic efforts of ball players and un- 
injured spectators in rescuing the in- 
jured, Such was the rapid motion pic- 
ture of the actual catastrophe. 

“TI am grateful that it was no worse, 
for had it struck that section of the 
stand in which I was seated, packed 
with men, women and children, hun- 
dreds would have perished. The con- 
duct of those in my section of the stana 
was admirable. They stood their ground, 
under the advice of the cool headed, 
were orderly when the necessity for 
rescue work was disclosed, resolutely 
gave their best.” 

Damage in Maryland. 

Hagerstown, Md., May 25.—Large 
hailstones last night caused damage es- 
timated at $100,000 over a six-mile area 
between Mont Alto and Quincy, Pa., sev- 
eral miles north of here. Great holes 
were torn in the roofs of houses, and 
scarcely a window pane was left un- 
shattered.

HEAVY RAINS PREVENT 
RAPID FALL OF LEVEL 


Hundreds Still Cling to Their 
Homes in Path of Waters, 
Despite Warnings. 


New Orleans, La., May 25 (By A. P.). 
Fleets of boats were being assembled in 
the area inundated by the break in the 
Atchafalaya river levee at McCrea, 
Fointe Coupe parish, tonight to aid 
those who have refused to leave in the 
face of warnings of their danger. 

Hundreds of persons in the parish 
clung to their homes as the flood wa- 
ters moved upon them. One hundred 
and fifty square miles of land had been 
inundated since the break early Tues- 
day. More rapidly than had been expect- 
ed, the torrent pouring through the 
broken barrier had spread over swamp 
lands and extended in a gradually ex- 
panding lake for more than 20 miles 
south of the breach. 


All dry lands between the Atchafa- 
laya and the Mississippi river levees 10 
miles to the East had disappeared to- 
day. The fear that many of the flood 
victims might be cut off caused relief 
agencies to mobilize the fleets.

Basin, including thirteen parishes, re- 
mained under water as the shifting in- 
land sea rolled southward. A slow fall 
had started, but recent heavy: rains 
have retarded it. At Jonesville, in the 
center of the basin, the gaug-: stood 
at 63.3 feet, a fall of only 1.1 feet since 
May 16, in spite of the fact that more 
than 1,000,000 acres of land in the 
Atchafalaya Basin have been sub- 
merged since that time by the water 
drained through the break at Bayou 
de Glaises, 170 miles northwest of New 
Orleans. ' 

The move toward the Gulf of Mexico 
has carried flood waters into Iberia 
Parish, bordering Grand Lake, the nat- 
ural outlet of the Atchafalaya River to 
the gulf. The spread westward was 
moving more slowly as the flow through 
the Melville crevasse diminished in 
volume after the McCrea crevasse on 
the east bank of the same rived above 
Melville. 

While the waters were draining from 
the Tensas into the Atchafalaya Basin 
a gradual fall was being recorded in 
the Yazoo delta, and it was announced 
that the first train to be operated.into 
Greenville, Miss., since the flood would 
arrive there June 8. The date of re- 
sumption of service between Vicksburg 
and Rolling Fork still was indefinite, 
since water remained almost 2 feet over 
the tracks in. many places. Of 458 
miles of tracks on the Greenville divi- 
sion of the Yazoo and Mississippi Val- 
ley Railroad, 138 miles remained under 
water. 


Red Cross Memphis 
Base Is Abandoned 


With approximately 339,000 refugees 
now under its care, the American Red 
Cross yesterday removed its Mississippi 
flood relief headquarters from Mem- 
phis to New Orleans, according to ad- 
vices from Henry M. Baker, director of 
relief, to national headquarters here 
yesterday. 

A break in the levee on the east side 
of the river would mean approximately 
50,000 more refugees, James L. Fieser, 
vice chairman, telegraphed Chairman 
John Barton Payne. A population of 
75,000 would be affected should there 
be a break in Louisiana, he said, ex- 
pressing the hope that the McCrea 
break would be the last. Since the 
flood has assumed the proportions of 
a major disaster, the Red Cross has 
cared for a total of at least 514,474 
persons, not including the refugees 
now evacuating Southern Louisiana.

SAN FRANCISCO TALKS 
~NEW HOP TO MANILA 


Bellanca Plane Wil Be En- 
tered; Byrd Backers Are 
Noncommittal. 


San Francisco, Calif., May 25 (By A. 
P.).—An offer today by James D. Dole, 
president of the Hawaiian Pineapple 
Co., of $25,000 for the first aviator, 
and $10,000 for the second, to com- 
plete a nonstop flight from the Pacific 
Coast to Hawaii, will attract the aero- 
nautical spotlight from the Atlantic 
Ocean, recently humbled by Capt. 


Charles Lindbergh, to the Pacific. 

The donor of the prizes is anxious to 
have Capt. Lindbergh compete in the 
Pacific air classic. 

To permit the American air argonaut 
sufficient time to enjoy the fruits of 
his extraordinary feat and prepare for 
another long jump, the prize offer will 
become effective August 15 and for 
twelve months thereafter. If Lind- 
bergh does not care to compete, the 
opening date will be advanced. 

San Francisco business men and 
various civic organizations received the 
qffer from Honolulu for the Pacific 
flight with enthusiasm and indicated 
that they would substantially boost the 
amount of the prizes and extend the 
limit of the flight from the North 
American Continent to Manilo, with a 
stop in Hawail. 


Large Entry Assured. 


Already a large entry list of airmen 
has been assured. Shortly after the 
offer was made in Honolulu, Martin 
Jensen, Honolult’ commercial aviator, 
cabled to the Ryan, Airplane Co., 
builders of Lindbergh’s plane, for a 
machine for the nonstop Pacific flight. 
Jensen will sail for the United States 
within two weeks to complete arrange- 
ments for his entry. 

The only attempt to span the 2,100 
miles from the Pacific coast to Hawaii 
resulted in the failure in August, 1925, 
by two Navy planes under command 
of Commander John Rodgers. 

One was forced down 300 miles from 
San Francisco. Rodgers’ ship reached a 
point 100 miles from the islands, where 
his gasoline supply gave out. Rodgers 
and his crew were rescued after drift- 
ing on the ocean nine days. , 

The water expanse to Honolulu is 
about 400 miles ‘greater than that 
crossed by. Capt. Lindbergh in his 
Paris flight, and because of the size 
of the Hawaiian Islands compared with 
Europe, navigation would be more dif- 
ficult in some respects. 


Will. Back Lindbergh. j 


St. Louis, May 25 (By A. P.).— 
Whether Capt. Charles Lindbergh will 
compete in the Hawaiian flight for a 
purse of $25,000, announced today by 
James D. Dole, rests entirely with Lind- 
bergh, Maj. Albert B. Lambert, of St. 
Louis, one of the sponsors of the New 
York-to-Paris flight, told the Asso- 
ciated Press today. 

“If Lindbergh does compete,” said 
Lambert, “he will not fly the Spirit of 
St. Louis, but will have a new plane 
of the same type. He will be backed 
by the same group of St. Louis men 
who sponsored the New York-to-Paris 
hop, if he does patricipate.”’ 

Under plans revealed today by Lam- 
bert, the Ryan monoplane, Spirit of St. 
Louis, will be kept in St. Louis for 
Lindbergh’s personal use and for exhi- 
bition purposes. The St. Louls backers 
plan the erection of a hangar on Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field for Capt. Lind- 
bergh’s plane, as an inducement for the 
flier to stay in St. Louls, Lambert as- 
serted. 

“Lindberg will stay in the air service 
as he wants constant flying and we are 
providing a place for him to work and 
develop his ideas.” 

Lambert said St. Louis would back 
Lindbergh in any fiight he wanted to 
attempt. 


Bellanca an Entry. 


New York, May 25 (By A. P.).—The 
Raymond Orteig $25,000 prize for the 


first man to fly from New York to Paris 
stood unclaimed for eight years, but a 
similar prize offered today for a Pacific 
flight to Hawaii seemed likely to call 
forth immediate contestants. The offer 
was made by James D. Dole, president 
of the Hawaiian Pineapple Co., who is 
a member of the National Aeronautic 
Association. 

All thoughts immediately turned to 
Charles Lindbergh, who won the Orteig 
prize, and to Clarence D. Chamberlin 
and Richard E. Byrd, who prepared for 
Paris flights on Long Island with Lind- 
bergh. 

As soon as the prize was announced 
the backers of the plane of which 
Chamberlin is pilot announced that he 
would enter the race. Backers for Byrd 
would make no definite statement, say- 
ing the Paris flight came first. 

When Chamberlin definitely gave up 
his Paris flight after Lindbergh “beat 
him to the gost” he announced that he 
might try a Honolulu flight instead. 
Teday Charles A. Levine, head of the 
company sponsoring Chamberlin, said 
that Chamberlin would try for the 
prize, but that .he would make anotker 
flight first. What that flight is Levine 
would not say. 

“This time,” he said, “we are going 
to do something first and talk about it 
afterward.” i 

Giuseppe M. Bellanca, designer of 
Chamberlin’s plane, “will have no con- 
nection with the Hawaii flight of his 
product if Levine is connected with it. 
As a result of dissension between Le- 
vine and Lloyd Bertaud, who had been 
selected to accompany Chamberlin to 
Paris as navigator and who was reject- 
ed, Bellanca publicly announced tke 
severing of all business relations be- 
tween himself and Levine last Satur- | 
day.

statement to Ambassador Herrick that 
as he didn’t know anybody in Paris he 
had brought along some letters of in- 
troduction, are utterly characteristic of 
this unaffected American youth. He is 
as simple as a pipestem—and almost as 
slender—and yet he has been a pic- 
turesque figure during. most of his 25 
years. 

There can be little aoubt that the 
inner simplicity of Charlie Lindbergh 
shining through to his outward. bear- 
ing has caught the imagination of the 
French and the rest of the world only 
in a little less degree than his superb 
accomplishment. Nor can it be gain- 
said that. he has been much« less at 
his ease with the clamor of Paris ring- 
ingin ‘his éars than when he was com- 
pelled to spring from a plane whose 
engine stalled at 13,000 feet and 
trust himself to a parachute. And 
what he felt when President Doumergue 
of France kissed him on both cheeks 
with the presentation of the Cross of 
the Legion of Honor can only be im- 
agined. 


Record Was Localized. 


Until a few days ago “Lucky Slim” 
was comparatively obscure. To be sure 
he had done a great deal of flying, made 
quite a record for himself, but it w-s 
a localized record, chronicled officially 
in Army and Air Mail archives and in 
the memory of his friend. But only 


pilot, he was a fine fellow, but modest 
to the point of ruddy embassassment 
over anything that thrust him into the 
foreground. That’s what his friends 
and acquaintances thought of him, and 
“Slim” was quite willing to let it go 
at that. | 

So little was he generally known, for 
all his air skill, that little attention 
had been paid to him until his arrival 
at Curtiss fleld that afternoon seven 
days and a few hours before setting out 
to win to Paris. 

But with his coming all eyes were, 
turned upon him, because he had made, 
in the flight from San Diego to St. 
Louis, the longest hop ever achieved by 
a single pilot in this country. And, 
furthermore, he had come in a “blind” 
plane, one which did not permit the 
pilot a vision ahead save through a 
periscope. There had never before 
been a “blind” plane, and the other 
aviators at the field, including Com- 
mander Byrd, Bert Acosta, Lloyd Ber- 
taud, Clarence Chamberlin, “Case” 
Jones and suc: designers as- Anthony 
Fokker and Giuseppe Bellanca, were not 
only amazed that a man would dare 
to-set out in a machine like that or 
contemplate an oversea flight in it, but 
were also astonished that he could have 
come from the Pacific coast with only 
one stop in 21 hours and 40. minutes 
of actual fiying. 


Doesn’t “Need to See Ahead.” 


“Slim,” however, knew nothing of 
what the others felt, and they cer- 
tainly would not tell him of it. When 
newspaper men asked him about the 
“blindness” of his plane, he smiled his 
crooked smile and replied, “I don’t need 
to see ahead. There’s nothing there 
but air, nothing to run into. I can 
see by the periscope if I want to, and 
get all the view I wish out of my 
windows. I can side-slip to make a 
landing.” And that was that. 

Then came the eventful morning. 
Friday, May 20, at 7:51 o’clock, A dash 
along the runway at Roosevelt Field, 
the take-off which came so perilously 
near to disaster, and a few breathless 
moments afterward, the Spirit of St. 
Louis soaring, soaring—on its way to 
Paris and the huzzas of the world! 

And now, what of this youth, “Lucky 
Slim” Lindbergh? What of his boy- 
hood and the events of it, of his hopes 
and aims, his beginnings in the air, 
the years which led from his birth to 
the place to which he has flown so 
far and so high? 

In the first place he is a lanky, 6-foot 
blond Viking type, so boyish in appear- 
ance, so diffident at all times that it 
sounds strange to hear him called “cap- 
tain,” even though he does rate the 
title. It seems incredible, too, that he 
should be so skilled.an air pilot, for 
he looks much less than his 25 years. 


Born in Detroit in 1902. 


But he was born in Detroit, Mich., 
On February 2, 1902. His father, the 
late Charles A. Lindbergh, who died 
May 24, 1924, while a candidate for 
governor of Minnesota on the Farmer- 
Labor ticket, had been a representative 
in Congress from that State. The elder 
Lindbergh had been born in Sweden, 
but had come to this céuntry with his 
parents at the age of three. The boy’s 
mother is of Irish descent, but she says

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First Words on Landing 

Paris, May 25 (By A. P.).—What 
were Lindbergh's first words on 
landing at Le Bourget is a question 
being animatediy discussed in 
Paris.

deep-seated instincts from his Scandi- 
navian father. 

The Lindbergh family home was 
established in Little Falls, Minn., in 
1886, and there “Slim” gained the rudi- 
ments of his education. First he went 
to public school and then to the Little 
Falls High School, from which he was 
graduated in 1918, when he was 16 years 
of age. He was an indifferent pupil, ac- 
cording to his mother, not studying very 
hard in those things which did not in- 
terest him. Mathematics he liked, but 
had little interest in English and gram- 
mar. But he did have one special flair, 
and that was for mechanics. He was 
always tinkering with this or that, seek- 
ing what made things “go” and if they 
couldn’t be made to “go” better. 

This flair caused him eventually to 
matriculate at the University of Wis- 
consin in 1921, and there he began to 
work his way through a course in me- 
chanical engineering. Though “Slim” 
is far from being of the unsociable 
sort—his crooked grin and his kindli- 
ness of manner are proof of this—he 
made little. effort to seek out friend- 
ships at the university. He had a few 
friends and some acquaintances, yes, 
but he mingled little in the social life 
of the institution. His whole interest 
was in engineering. 


Interest in Experiments. 


Those who were with him in the 
university say that he had an uncom- 
mon interest in experimentation, do- 
ing more of it than was really required 
for his engineering course. But the 
termination of an experiment was also 
the termination of his interest in that 
particular thing, and he rarely turned 
in a report of what he had done. 

As for experimentation, his mother 
tells of one of the first that came under 
her observation. It was when “Slim” 
was only a child. The family lived up- 
stairs in a four-family house and the 
family living below possessed a much- 
petted Angora cat. “Slim” liked the 
cat—he has always been devoted to 
animals—but he was also a devoted 
experimenter. 

One day when Mrs. Lindbergh ar- 
rived home the small daughter of the 
cat-owning family complained to her 
that Charlie had been hurting the An- 
gora. This didn’t sound a bit like 
Charlie, so his mother at once took 
him to task about it. 

“No, mother, I didn’t hurt the cat 
one bit,” the youngster replied. He 
looked up at her as if butter wouldn’t 
melt in his mouth. Mrs. Lindbergh 
persisted in her questioning and little 
“Slim” “fessed up.” 

“I really didn’t hurt that cat, 
mother,” he said. “You see, some- 
body said that if you ever dropped a 
cat, and it didn’t matter how far, it 
always fell on its feet. I accidentally 
pushed this one off the porch, and 
when I looked down to see whether 
it would land like that, it really did, 
right on its feet.” , 

One of “Slim’s” closest friends while 
he was at the university was Delos 
Dudley, a son of Prof. and Mrs. W. H. 
Dudley, of Madison, and it was un- 
der the back porch of the Dudley home 
that “Slim” built a contrivance whose 
Shadow may be said to have lengthened 
through the years until it fell upon 
the sleek silvery body of The Spirit of 
St. Louis, which bore him to unpar- 
alleled eminence. 

It was an iceboat run by a motor- 
cycle engine geared to an airplane pro- 
peller. In it “Slim” sailed over the 
frozen surface of Lake Mendota in 1921. 
It was wrecked in a collision with a 
real iceboat, but “Slim” patched it up 
again, and, undaunted as always, drove 
it again and again on the lake.

Club and other organizations, anxiously 
awaiting an opportunity to pay homage 
to Lindbergh, declared themselves liter- 
ally up in the air today by their fallure 
to receive a definite acceptance of their 
enthusiastic invitations telegraphed to 
the filer. 

Although dispatches from Paris an- 


nounce that Capt. Lindbergh will ar- 


rive Monday, no announcements have 
been made of the time or details of his 
arrival.

“If we had a closed body like that 
we could fiy from Paris to Tokyo and 
back again. That is the best idea ' 
have seen yet for stunt flights, because 
30 or 40 hours in the open is not as 
nice as, for instance, sititng in the 
Cafe de la Paix.” 


Lindbergh Inspects Plane. 


Lindbergh inspected His plane today. 
The pilot was pleased to see patches 
on the fuselage and wings covering 
rents and holes cut or torn Saturday 
night on his arrival. But an examina- 
tion of the motor revealed certain parts 
missing or bent, apparently souvenir 
hunters anxious to get bits of the vitals 
of the machine as keepsakes. 

Small brass and aluminum screws, 
bolts and wires were taken, requiring 
a couple of days’ work, as the parts 
must be made. Since the airdome has 
a machine shop, the experts promised 
to have the engine running tomorrow 
surely. 

Lindbergh stripped off his coat aad 
vest, and examined the machine thor- 
oughly, testing and trying the contrcis 
and appliances, measuring the remain- 
ing gasoline and oil in the tanks, “nd 
checking up all the instruments.

Doisy, M. Boussoutror, M. Breguet, Louis 
Renault, and Charles Fontaine, a 
Frenchman living in England, who first 
encountered M. Bleriot in 1907 when 
the Frenchman flew the channel, 

As caviar was being served, the 
crowds outside began chanting insis- 
tently “Au balcon”’—come out on the 
balcony. The lanky pilot left the table 
and appeared at a fourth floor French 
window, opening on a little terrace, 
with M. Bleriot and bowed while the 
crowd roared its approval. 

“This is certainly wonderful and I 
am stirred beyond words by the won- 
derful reception,” Lindbergh told his 


host. 

Lindbergh remained chatting until 
almost 3 o’clock, when he was whisked 
to the Qual d'Orsay for an official call 
on the president of the chamber of 
deputies and an inspection of the lower 
house of parliament, Although the 
chamber was not in session, nearly all 
the 600 deputies, with lots of friends, 
including plenty of the fair sex, were 
on hand to greet him and drink his 
health in champagne.

State, Roused Over Prospec- 
tive Visit, Offers Every 
Needed Accommodation.

Senators See President. 


Senators Norbeck and McMaster, of 
South Dakota, had a long talk with 
the President yesterday morning and 
in this talk stressed the attractiveness 
of the Black Hills, and especially of 
Custer Park, which is the official name 
of the State Park of South Dakota, in 
the most attractive part of the Black 
Hills region. They were much pleased 
with the conference and left the White 
House convinced that the President 
would go to their State and make the 
State game lodge his summer residence.

L. F. Loree, chairman of the boards 
of directors of the Kansas City South- 
ern Railroad Co. and the Missouri,

lines with the St. Louis Southwestern 
Railroad Co. 

The Loree plan for the new South- 
west system was rejected recently by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
which held that the financial program 
for the merger was unsatisfactory to 
the majority of its members. The con- 
trol of lines by the small carriers was 
also opposed. 

With the revision that will conform 
to the opinions of the commission, the 
new plan probably will be presented 
within ten days, it was made known by 
Mr. Loree, who seems confident that 
the new plan will meet with the ap- 
proval of the government and of those 
who will be served by the system 
throughout the great Southwest. 

It is thought that, under the new 
plan, either the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas Line or the St. Louls Southwest- 
ern will be made the nucleus for the 
merger. In the former plan the Kansas 
City Southern, the smallest of the 
three, was the nucleus for the finan- 
cial arrangement. 

The new program will overcome the 
objections regarding the disposition of 
the weak lines that would be sorely 
depressed by the merger, it is said. This 
consideration of the weak lines was one 
of the main springs in the opposition 
to the plan just rejected.

lomatic relations between Great Britain 
and the Soviet Union. Canada was the 
only dominion to adhere to the trade 
agreement of 1921 between Great 
Britain and the Soviet. 

Termination of that agreement, in- 
volved in the breaking of relations, left 
two courses of action for the cabinet 
to consider. The first was whether, 
as a matter of policy, it would be desir- 
able to continue the existing trade re- 
lations with the Soviet. The second 
was what Canada’s position would be 
under the trade treaty if it was found 
not desirable to break official trade 
relations. 


Exciting London Rumors. 


London, May 25 (By A. P.).—Rumors 
of an exciting character are circulating 
in London as to the discoveries made 
in the police raid of Arcos, Ltd., the 
Russian trade organization. 

It is reported insistently that the 
names of several members of parlia- 
ment are on the lists of persons to 
whom money has been paid by the 
Soviet trade delegation, and the debate 
in the House of Commons tomorrow on 
the question of breaking off all rela- 
tions with Soviet Russia is awaited with 
breathless interest by an expectant 
public. The fervent hope is expressed 
that the government will release more 
information about the discoveries. 

The police are believed to have found 
Soviet codes which make it possible to 
decode messages exchanged between 
Moscow and the Soviet officials in Lon- 
don over a long period, including the 
time of the general strike. Everywhere 
the possible disclosures are the chief 
subject of discussion and the people 
are eagerly buying all papers in the 
hope of additional information about 
the actual reasons for the prospective 
severance of Anglo-Russian relations. 


Other Powers’ Actions Awaited. 


There is much speculation, too, as 
to whether France, Italy and other 
countries having diplomatic relations 
with Soviet Russia will be influenced 
by Great Britain’s action, and the man 
in the street apparently is convinced 
that England, France and Italy have 
reached an understanding regarding 
their attitude toward Moscow. 

The Socialists and the Daily Herald 
(the Labor paper) are charging that 
the documents on which the govern- 
ment bases its action are forgeries, 
and insist that there is a general world 
plan to renew the economic barrier 
around Soviet Russia. 

Emphatic denials of Premier Bald- 
win’s espionage and other charges, as 
announced yesterday in the House of 
Commons, were made today by M. Ros- 
engolz, the Soviet charge d’affaires in 
Lendon, in a statement issued through 
tae Soviet news agency. 


British Note Prepared. 


A note containing the British Govern- 
ment’s final words to Soviet Russia was 
in the course of drafting by the cabinet 
today. It will be handed to the Soviet 
representatives at Chesham House, the 
former Imperial Embassy, as soon as 
possible after the House of Commons 
approves the government’s decision to 
sever both diplomatic and formal trade 
relations with Moscow. 

The noté, which will simultaneously 
be dispatched to Moscow, will give the 
government's full terms regarding the 
Russian emissaries in England. It is 
understood they will be allowed a 
period of grace amounting to a week or 
10 days in which to pack their bag- 
gage. 

It is expected the note will be sent 
immediately after tomorrow night’s de- 
bate in the house of commons, or Fri- 
day morning.

Delegates at Geneva Confer- 
ence Said to Be Discussing 
American Credits. 


OFFICIALS ARE SURPRISED 


On the eve of the British govern- 
ment’s severance of diplomatic and 
formal trade relations with Soviet Rus- 
sia comes a report from Geneva via 
Moscow that the American and Soviet 
delegations to the International Eco- 
nomic Conference are having conver- 
sations relative to establishing Ameri- 
can credits for the Soviet and relative 
to reaching a better understanding. 

Officials here are expected to call 
for some inquiry as to what these re-

CHANGES IN CHILEAN 
CABINET BY IBANEZ 


Two Members Are Replaced, 
While Other Portfolios 


Are Consolidated, 


Santiago, Chile, May 25 (By A. P.). 
Following his election last Sunday as 
president of Chile, Gen. Carlos Ibanez 
has reconstructed his cabinet as fol- 
lows: 

Premier and minister of the interior, 
Enrique Balmaceda-Toro, son of a 
former president of Chile and minister 
of war in the Alessandri administration; 
Conrado Rios-Gal- 
lardo; minister of finance, Pablo 
Ramirez; minister of national defense 
(created as a consolidation of the war 
and navy departments), Capt. Carlos 
Frodden; minister of justice and educa- 
tion, Aquiles Vergara; minister of 
works, trade and communications, Juan 
Emilio Ortiz-Vega; minister of health, 
Jose Santos Salas-Asalariado; minister 
of agriculture, Arturo Alemparte. 

As now constituted the Ibanez gov- 
ernment shows only two actual replace- 
ments and two consolidated ministries. 
Isaac Hevia, health minister, and Julio 
Velasco. minister of works, were not 
reappointed, while Senor Ortiz-Vega, 
the minister of war, was put at the 
head of the three-in-one portfolio, and 
Capt. Frodden, in addition to heading 
the navy, now also assumes charge of 
the country’s war Office. 


Doctors Ask Borah 
For Prescription Bill 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Senator Borah (Republican), Idaho, 
has been asked to introduce a bill to 
enable physicians to prescribe intoxi- 
cating liquor at their discretion.» The 
measure would carry out the resolu- 
tion adopted at the recent meeting 
here of the American Medical Associ- 
ation protesting against the prohibi- 
tion law restrictions. 

Senator Borah said yesterday that he 
thought it feasible to work out a safe 
measure and was giving the subject 
study. He declared, however, that am- 
ple precautions must be taken to guard 
against the abuse of discretionary pow- 
ers by unscrupulous physicians. 


Ruling on President’s 
Tariff Power Asked 


(By The Associated Press.) 


The Supreme Court has been asked 
by J. W. Hampton, jr., & Co., of New 
York, to pass on the constitutionality 
of the flexible provision of ‘the tariff 
act under which the President is given 
authority to raise or lower duties. 

The attack is based on President 
Coolidge’s order raising the duty .on 
barium dioxide from 4 to 6 cents a 
pound, it being declared it was an 
invalid delegation of authority by 
Congress, which, it was contended 
under the Constitution, had exclusive 
jurisdiction over tariff changes.

“The world eagerly awaits publication of the 
British white book on the subject of communist 
propaganda. The book will contain copies of 
documents captured in the recent raid on Soviet 


House, in London. Prime Minister Baldwin 
has intimated that the documents reveal some 
of the secrets of Russian intrigue in the United 
States as well as in Europe and Mexico and 
South America. Papers establishing the fact 
that the Moscow government is actively en- 
gaged in the antiforeign movement in China 
are also included in the book. 

The forthcoming break between Great Brit- 
ain and Russia means that the inevitable clash 
between European powers and Russia has been 
brought nearer. The Soviet must go forward 
or quit. It has been increasing its air strength 
and drilling its army. It has a good excuse for 
war with either Roumania or Poland. In order 
to survive, the Soviet must hold the people of 
Russia, and it can do this most effectively by 
‘Starting a patriotic war for the recovery of 
Russian territory. The red army can be count- 
ed upon to fight bravely in such a cause. 

If the Moscow leaders should decide that a 
foreign adventure would be more promising on 
the eastern front, they can make a casus belli 
of the raid upon Soviet headquarters at Peking. 

Hereafter it is to be war to the knife between 
the British Empire and communist Russia. 
The war may take the form of inspired upris- 
ings in British territories in the Far East, The 
enormous extent of Soviet intrigue throughout 
the world leaves little doubt that more than 
one uprising could be started by a single word 
from Moscow. Presumably this word will not 
be given until the whole train of explosives is 
set and ready. War may begin in obscure 
places, in the form:of riots and insurrections, 
and spread thence to important countries. 
Once well started, it would be like other wars 
—no one could foretell its complications or 
its end. 

One thing stands out clearly. The United 
States has no quarrel in Europe or Asia, what- 
ever the communists have done. The Soviet 
intrigues in China, which have so stirred Brit- 
ain, do not affect America, because this coun- 
try has no concessions in China. A struggle 
between Moscow and the Chinese, or between 
Britain and Moscow, with China as the battle- 
field, would find the United States a neutral, 
although American sympathies would be 
strongly on the side of Britain. ; : 

It is only when the republics of this hemi- 
sphere are assailed that the United States be- 
‘comes a party to the proceedings. It will not 
tolerate attempts upon the life of American re- 
publics. The Moscow regime has discovered 
that it can not hope to subvert Nicaragua. Its 
efforts to communize Mexico will result in 
failure. The people of Mexico are rising 
against the communist government that has 
been saddled upon them. As for communist 
propaganda in South America, it is probable 
that Chile’s energetic housecleaning ‘under the 
administration of the new president, Gen. 
‘banez, will prove to Moscow that there is no 
hope of converting the men of fres republics 
into devotees of the crazy doctrines of-com- 
munism.

The District has been subjected to an in- 


crease in the price of sugar, and the flood ‘ 


in the “sugar bow!” parishes of Louisiana is 


given as the excuse.

The annual production of beet sugar in 
the entire country is estimated at some 820,- 
000 tons.

The Department of Agri- 
culture has just published the fact that re- 
ports received from all operating factories 
indicate conclusively that only 47,000 sHort 
tons of sugar were made from the entire 1926 
cane crop of Louisiana, and from a private 
source the prediction is made that the present 
crop would come to not more than 60,000 
long tons. 

If the latter guess is anywhere near correct, 
and if consumption remains static, the Louisi- 
ana crop this year would have produced in 
the neig&borhood of only 1 per cent of the 
requirement. This small proportion never- 
theless seems to be large enough to affect 
the price maintained in the general market. 
The phenomenon is all the more interesting in 


“view of the fact that the Cuban crop, from 


which country practically all sugar is im- 
ported, is a record breaker, with the price 
of raw sugar so low that producers are hav- 
ing difficulty showing a profit. 

Something else, not the Mississippi floods, 
is responsible for the price increase. Who- 
ever is responsible for the increase should be 
required by the Federal Trade Commission to 
prove that the increase is justified. 


GO AFTER REAL CRIMINALS. 


An organization of citizens for the promo- 
tion. of law and order has opened offices in 
Washington. The fact that burglaries and 
holdups have been on the increase seems to 
warrant a little activity on the part of citizens 
in support of the police. 
zation, unfortunately, appears to have decided 
to confine its attention to violations of the 
prohibition law. It has been assured of the 
cooperation of the police in ferreting out and 
apprehending the petty offenders who take 
advantage of the- Volstead law, 

In the meantime the heavy losses sustained 
by local merchants by burglaries and. holdups 
have caused the Merchants and Manufacturers 
Association and the Chamber of Commerce to 
consider the situation, and it is quite possible 
that steps will be taken by those organizations 
to bring about more effective police action 
against’ major criminals. 

The public will hardly approve a policy of 
detailing additional police to cooperate with 
volunteer ‘“‘snooping committees’? in pursuit 
of hind-pocket bootleggers when there is a 
shortage of policemen for the pursuit of real 
criminals. When holdup men with guns op- 
erate within a block of the White House it is 
time for Maj. Hesse to get after them, even if 
he must disappoint the ambitious amateurs 
who are about to call upon him for assistance 
in uplifting the public morals. 


HENRY E. HUNTINGTON. 


Henry E. Huntington, who died this week 
in Philadelphia, left. two great memorials. 
The development of. Los Angeles will serve 
always to remind the world of his commercial 
skill. The Huntington Library and Museum 
at San Marino is a monument to the effort he 
devoted to the “cultural advancement of the 
world. The ability to make much money and 
spend it wisely, inherent in many Americans, 
was well exemplified in the railroad builder. 

It is impossible to estimate the amount of 
money which Mr. Huntington made in ths 
commercial world, or the portion of the wealth 
that he expended for art treasures. The im- 
mense profits growing out of the development 
of Los Angeles, as one of the larger cities in 
the United States, were shared in largely by 
his enterprises, and in the last decade his 
purchases in the art centers of the world sur- 
passed those of any other individual. His 
agents were the top bidders at Sotheby’s, 
Christie’s and innumerable private sales, Pub- 
lic records show that he did not hesitate to 
pay $1,000,000 for collections that he wanted. 
As a result his library contains more specimens 
of the early printers’ art than even the British 
Museum, and the walls of his gallery are dec- 
orated with hundreds of canvasses that the 
world has adjudged to be masterpieces. 

Mr. Huntington gave his treasure trove of 
books and paintings to the State of California 
and the world. He derived no selfish pleasure 
from his acquisitions, but shared them with all 
lovers of like things. -With his death they 
come more than ever into the keeping of the 
public, for its pleasure and advancement. Such 
use of riches needs no defense. 


FOREIGN TRUSTS. 


In the so-called sisal sales combination case, 
the United States Supreme Court ‘has held in 
substance that an enterprise whose purpose 
is to control the importation and sale of 
sisal, and produce a monopoly of both foreign 
and domestic trade and commerce in the ar- 
ticle, is in violation of the Sherman antitrust 
law and section 73 of the tariff act of 1894 
applying to the trust question. 

The effect of the decision is to widen the 
field of operation of the American antitrust 
law and the tariff act touching combinations 
of persons or corporations in the importation 
of foreign commodities. Attempts to icreate a 
monopoly, to interfere with lawful trade, or 
to increase the market price of \the imported 


‘article in the United States are prohibited.. 


The penalty of the statutes in this case runs 
against the Anterican aerink agents of the 
article.

cision, deemed to be in collusion or in a‘ con- 
spiracy with the foreign producers or. ex- 
porters to interfere with lawful trade, and may 
be fined or imprisoned. 

Congress investigated exhaustively the 
question of foreign control of rubber importéd 
into the United States, as well as the system 
prevailing in the importation of coffee con- 
trolled by a South American combination. Sev- 


eral suggestions were made, looking to imme- 


diate retaliation, but nothing was done, 

In answer to the charge that the United 
States under the Webb-Pomerene act is en- 
coureging the formation of combinations for 
export of commodities by exempting them 
from antitrust laws, and at the same time 
penalizing combinations of foreigners with 
American selling agents and pronouncing the 
latter within the operations of antitrust laws, 
it may be said that the Supreme Court inter- 
prets ard applies the law, but can not deter- 
mine the wisdom of any policy. 

Congress alone can remedy any apparent in- 
consistency or restraint of trade and com- 
merce. If Congress deems the decision of the 
court an undue extension of the American 
antitrust principle, it can amend the law. There 
are indications that the antitrust and anti- 
combination question in all its phases may 
be discussed in’ Congress with a view to the 
adoption of a more. comprehensive and scien- 
tific plan, based upon economic laws. Ameri- 
cans interested in exports are anxious to avert 
severe retaliatory legislation against American 
combinations.

THE. WAVE-LENGTH SCHEDULE. 
The Federal Radio Commission has an- 
nounced the new wave-length schedule to 


which the 600-odd broadcasting stations of 
the country must shift their operations begin- 
ing at 3 a. m., June 1. A casual examination 
of the order brings to light many wave-length 
shifts and power cuts, with only a comparative 
handful of stations retaining their old channel 
or power. 

The task of reallocating wave channels and 
powers has been difficult. . It stands to reason 
that revisions will be necessary. Such re- 
visions, however, should not be based on 
theory, and the commission is unqualifiedly 
right in insisting that before it listens to com- 
plaints of any nature, the new schedule must 
be subjected to the acid test of actual experi- 
ence. 

It is also emphasized that there are no 
longer vacant channels, that the stations now 
operative have absorbed every possible channel 
upon which radio waves may be dispersed. 
For this reason owners who feel that they have 
been slighted will be expected not only to 
show in what manner they have been discrimi- 
nated against, but also to show specifically 
what other station should be required to give 
up its assigned frequency and why. This, too, 
is the only just course to pursue. 

After all, the present reassignment is but 
temporary in nature, designed only to ascer- 
tain its effect upon broadcasting as an institu- 
tion. The final decision rests with the public 
itself, and can only be made after a period 
of actual trial. 


ATLANTIC WAY STATIONS. 


The practical world is not slow to take ad- 
vantage of the lesson taught by Lindbergh 
in his epic flight from New York to Paris. 
Where one gallant figure has blazed the trail 
others will follow, and the ingenuity of man 
already is at work to make the task of those 
who come after the pioneer an easier and 
safer one. 

Lindbergh himself pointed the way when he 
said that supply stations at Newfoundland and 
Ireland alone were needed to speed the day 
of regular aerial service across the Atlantic 
Ocean. Science is prepared to go a step 
further. Two engineering minds already have 
formulated plans for midocean landing fields, 
which would serve both as depots and beacons 
for air travelers of the future. 

The conception of such artificial islands is 
not new, but before today the suggestion was 
too dreamlike to attract commercial backing. 
Now one of the largest engineering firms in the 
world—the Du Pont de Nemours Co.—stands 
behind one inventor and the Merchants Asso- 
ciation of New York may back ‘his rival. If 
either engineering feat proves - feasible the 
1,900-mile crossing will be a much different 
one from the watery lane that Lindbergh trav- 
ersed. One or two way stations in the midst 
of the waste of water will make a routine 
matter of what is now a heroic enterprise. 


SEEKING STANDARDS. 


The annual national conference on weights 
and measures goes into session today at the 
Bureau of Standards. Since 1905, when rep- 
resentatives of nine States met at the invi- 
tation of the bureau to consider standardized 
weights and measures, the conferences have 
been held, and the growth of the idea is best 
illustrated by the fact that last year there 
attended 230 delegates from 28 States and 
the District. The body has no legal status 
whatsoever, and contents itself merely with 
ascertaining the best thought on standardized 
weights and measures for transmission ‘to 
State legislatures for enactment. 

The movement for standardized weights and 
measures has been given the wholehearted 
support of both the public and manufacturers, 
the latter realizing that standards not only 
protect their customers, thus reacting to the 
best interests of the manufacturer, but that 
they also afford protection against unscrupu- 
lous competition. Thé model law which Was 
developed by the conference has been enacted 
by many of the States, and has’ generally stood 
the test of the courts. Recently, however, a 
judicial opinion held that the model law did 
not apply to the services rendered by a taxi, 
a.laundry, rug cleaning establishments, slot 


weighing machines, and other organizations 
-or devices selling similar personal services. 


The conference, therefore, will attempt at 
this session to evolve a clause for inclusion 


in the law to cover this development. 


Another matter which will gain its atten- 
tion is standardized tolerances, so that the 
manufacturer will have an ethical yardstick 
with which to measure permissible errors in 
quantity, Weights or strength of parts. The

This is but a part of the letter— 
which I quote that we may understand 
just what the answer applies to. This 
friend has one object surely, and this 
object the one we all have when we 
ask guests to our home. That is, that 
they. shall have an enjoyable time. 
But—is food, quantities.of delicious 
food, to be sure, but food nevertheless, 
the one thing for which these guests 
are garnered together? If so, then the 


‘repast must be all that this friend 


thinks it should be—plentiful, sub- 


stantial and rememberabie. 

But frankly I feel that food is to a 
party’ what good music is to a lovely 
voice—the accompaniment that makes 
of the song perfection.

1 can red salmon. 

1 can pimiento (cut fine). 

1 pimiento (cut in strips). 

1 jar stuffed olives (cut fine).

1 hard-boiled egg (sliced). 

1 bunch celery (cut fine). 

1 cup vinegar. 

Juice of one-half lemon. 

1 teaspoon salt.

Appetizing Summer Salad 
(By Miss L. D.). 

% head lettuce. 

1, small sized head green cabbage. 

3 small green onions. 

6 small red radishes. 

2 cucumbers. 

1 green pepper. 

3 stalks celery. 

2 firm, ripe tomatoes. 

These. vegetables should be thor- 
oughly chilled. Wash and dry lettuce, 
shred it very fine and place in large 
porcelain bowl. Shred the cabbage 
very fine and place on top of lettuce. 
Slice the onions quite thin and place 
in bowl. Dice the cucumbers, green 
peppers, celery and tomatoes in turn 
and place in the bowl. 
Over this pour, a few drops at a 
time, a dressing made of 1-3 cup of 
salad oil, 1-3 cup of vinegar or lemon 
juice and a teaspoon of sugar well 
mixed together. While pouring on 
this dressing use a wooden salad fork 
to lift “all the ingredients gently and 
mix them thoroughly. When thor- 
oughly mixed serve the salad on in- 
dividual plates. 


Fresh Vegetable Salad 
(By Mrs. C. W. E.). 


Ingredients: 

1 head lettuce. 

1 small head cabbage. 

1 bottle olives. 

Pinch salt. 

1 small onion. 

Pinch celery seed. 

2 teaspoons sugar. 

Juice half lemon,

Grated raw carrot. 

Grated raw beet. 

Grated raw turnip. 

1 green pepper. 
Method. 


About one hour before serving salad 
make the coleslaw and chill. 


Coleslaw. 


Cut the cabbage very fine, both 
lengthwise and crosswise of the head, 
making the shreds very fine. Place in 
a deep bowl and add the following in- 
gredients: 1 finely chopped onion, 
pinch of celery seed, 2 teaspoons of 
sugar, juice of half lemon, 2 or 3 table- 
spoons of dressing and pinch of salt. 
Cut up half of the green pepper and 
add to slaw. Mix thoroughly and 
taste; perhaps a little more sugar or 
salt may be needed to suit the in- 
dividual taste. Then place in a re- 
frigerator to chill. . 

Salad. 

Have the carrot, turnip and beet 
grated.in separate bowls and ready for 
serving. Wash lettuce and place on 
individual salad plates. On center of 
lettuce place a mound of slaw, making 
the slaw come to a point. With a tea- 
spoon place a little grated raw beet 
around the slaw, then outside the beet 
place the grated white turnip and last 
circle the turnip with grated raw car- 
rot. Or the top of slaw peak. place 
three thin strips of green pepper, in 
center of which place one olive.

U. S. Youth Surprises 
British Veteran 
With Game. 


-OYLAKE, England, May .25 (By 
A.:. P.).—Edwin H. Haley, tall 
New York youth who entered the 
British amateur golf championship 
“just for fun” and stayed*to beat Cyril 
Tolley today, has. turned America’s bid 
for retention of Jess Sweetser’s title 
into a rather serious affair. 

Playing in his first big tournament, 
Haley today eliminated the famous 
British star in a sensational match 
fought to the last green before the 
23-year-old American won, one up. In 
defeating Tolley, Haley conquered the 
man generally favored to battle in the 
final of the championship with Roger 
Wethered, another former titleholder. 

Two more days of the stiffest sort 
of competition loom before Haley, with 
Wethered, who downed Ernest Hassell, 
3 and 2, today after. an up-hill fight, 
barring the path toward the close of 
the week; If his winning streak con- 
tinues, Haley will play two matches 
tomorrow, the first against Maj. Keith 
Thornburn, Sunningdale crack, and 
the secon’ wit’ H. D. Gillies. 


Both are excellent match players, 
and if Haley survives he probably 
will meet Wethered. 

Haley’s terrific battle tocay was 


a severe test to the former Williams 
College player, who is unaccustomed 
to wielding his clubs before a large 
tournament gallery. 


“I may have seemed confident, but 
honestly I have never been so scared 
in my life as when hemmed in by that 
crowd around the last green,” he said. 
“IT had to sink a 4-footer to beat Tolley 
and there were at least. five holes 
dancing around in.the.grass before me. 
I was lucky enough to pick the right 
one,” 

Hoylake weather conditions perhaps 
favored the American. It was a calm, 
sunshiny day without trace of the gale 
that had whipped over the course dur- 
ing the previous day. 

It was by sheer superiority of his 
game, however, that Haley won over 
Tolley. The’ rangy, broadshouldered 
youth with the free easy swing showed 
perfect golf temperament. While Tolley 
slashed at the ball in characteristic 
manner, clouting great distances and 
trusting ‘to golfing chance to escape 
bunkers, Haley plodded steadily from 
tee to green as if he had been playing 
in championshir: for years, 


Fortune favored the Englishman 
on the outward nine, his’ ball 
bounding through and over bunkers 
to good lies, but he paid the .pen- 
alty for wildness on the incoming 
trip. 


Haley won. the first hole with a 
birdie three, but his game slipped a 
bit as. Tolley struggled. gamely to win 
or halve. The American dropped three 
holes in succession to leave Tolley two 
up at the turn. 

Then Haley  steeled himself and 
staged a. remarkable comeback. The 
American won: the, thirteenth, fifteenth 
and eighteenth holes and halved the 
others. 

His finest shots were necessary to get 
a par four on. the 40l-yard twelfth, 
where his second trickled to rest qn a 
bunker face. Haley played out of the 
difficult lie with a niblick and ran 
down .a 12-footer for a half, while Tol- 
ley’s ball lay dead to the pin. 


And doubt as to Haley’s ability 
in ¢he minds of the gallery of sev- 
eral thousand, vanished at the 
394-yard seventeenth when his 
drive equaled that of Tolley, famed 
for his heavy hitting. 


Haley dropped the ball. on the green 
with a mashie shot exactly like Wal- 
ter Hagen’s at the same hole in 1924, 
when the American. professional won 
the open championship ‘largely through 
this shot. Tolley was in the sand but 
he blasted out and-saved himself by 
running down:a long putt for a half 
in fours. .

HEARING WILL BE HELD; 
OPPOSITION EXPECTED 


Plan Is to Operate Buses From 
Third and Kennedy Streets 
to Takoma Park. 


The Capital Traction Co. informed 
the public utilities commission yester- 
day that it had entered into a con- 
tract with Charles Selden, owner of the 
capital stock of the Washington & 
Maryland Railroad Co., for purchase of

land. 


The street car line about to be pur- 
chased runs from Fourteenth and Ken- 
nedy streets northwest to Takoma 
Park, Md. It has been operated by the 
Capital Traction Co. under lease for 
many years. ’ 

Lively public discussion is expected 
to ensue, due to the fact that the Cap- 
ital Traction Co. proposed, after buying 
the line, to run trolley cars only to 
Third and Kennedy streets northwest 
and from that point operate buses to 
Takoma Park. 


Plan Proposed Before. 


This method of operation has been 
proposed heretofore and has met with 
opposition by patrons of the line. For 
that reason a public hearing will be 
held on the proposed change in opera- 
tion, although it has not been decided 
whether the hearing shall precede or 
succeed approval of the purchase by 
the commission. 

The commission conferred yesterday 
‘with Andrew Sangster, New York valu- 
ation expert, over his retention as an 
expert witness to head the valuation 
of the property of the local gas com- 
panies, in company with H. Carl Wolfe, 
Baltimore engineer. Wolfe has already 
been retained. 

The commission failed to come to 
an agreement with Sangster due, it is 
said, to the fact that he wanted his 
principal assistant engaged continuous- 
ly to supervise the work here, whereas 
he would only put in part time. The 
commission took the view that, under 
the recent ruling of Comptroller Gen- 
eral John R. MecCarl, while Sangster 


». could be retained as an expert witness 
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on a per diem basis, his helper could 
not be employed on that basis. Sang- 
ster returned to New York with the 
understanding that he would submit 
an alternative proposal in writing.
